Farm prices 
cosh to June 

WASHINGTON ( UPO - Spurred by a 2.8 per 
cent Jump in (arm prices, the retail cost .of a 
typical family food market basket nose 0!9 per 
cent in June-to a record high, the Agriculture 
Department reported today. 

The retail increase was the sharpest monthly 
gain since February when prices rose 1.9 per 
cent. It left the market basket cost, which had 
declined in March and April before beginning a 
new rise tn May, at Q.6 per cent above March 
levels and 3.6 per cent above a year ago. 

The department's monthly "Price Spread" 
report showed supermarkets reduced their 
margins for the third (.■onsecuUve month as a 
Dartial offset to June increases in raw farm 
pi'oauc(s~But the narrowed margins absorbed 
only part of the raw product and wholesale 
gains, teavinfi part of ttiem to be passedotuiUhfr 
form of higher retail prices. 

The report said the chief faeteF8-4n -the June 
price increases were "substantially higher" 
farm returns for beef cattle, which reached 
record levels, and for hogs, increases were also 
reported in values of frying chickens and fresh 
fruit, while farm and retail prices for eggs were

Voter residency rule out

TWIN FAIJ^ - Tnere is no residency 
requirement for Idaho voters, Idaho's top 
election official said -today. - 

Secretary of State Pete T' Cenarr^ said 
much confusion has developed because the 
constitution and current Idaho election laws say 
a voter must have lived in Idaho six months and 
in the couply for 30 days to be eligible for 
registration and voting. 



"This has been su p ei seded by the ruling of the 
U.S. Supreme Court which.in effect states there 
are no residency requirements for voting," 
(3enarrusa said. 

Park has issued an opinion at bis reqi^est saying 
registrars and county clerks ^ould register any _ 
person w ho intend s to be a resident otJtia.^tate — 



register anyone who can show they now reside 
in the county or will be a legal resident by 
election day, Aug. 8. 

At least two other county clerks had said they 
arc not aware the residency reqiurement had 
been dropped -and are continuing to follow the 
Idaho Constitution and election laws.

BOtSF^ — The national wage and price freeze 
has no effect on Idaho's recent mlBlmum wage 
Increase, according to Bartlett R. Brown, Idaho 
commissioner of labor. 

The state minimum wage was raised to $1.60 
per hour as of July 1, 1972. 

Brown said thai all employes working in 
Idaho are covered under the minimum wage 
law with the exception of domestic . and 
ngrlouilural worke^, bona fide exectitiye^ 
professional, ocatUBlni&trative employes, 
pi-rsons younger than 16 years old working at 
odd jobs of less than four hours duration and 
outside salesmen. 

The new low also states that lips or gratuities 
may not be taken or applied to the employe's 
wages to raise them to the minimum wage. 

A n employer may deduct up to $1 per day If he 
furnishes one or more meals to his employe, 
provided the employe eats the meal. If the menu 
cost for the meal is less than $1, only the -menu 
cost may be. deducted.
